HE Hogarth Press is issuing a series 
of lectures on literary subjects 
designed to help students and teachers, 
and, at the same time, to interest the 
general reader. It ts a pity that they 
have not concentrated on one or other 
aim; for the four volumes which have 
nu gann are not sufficiently scholarly for 
student, and are, perhaps, too 
academic for the lay reader. ' A Lecture 
on Lectures,” by Sir Arthur Quiller- 
Couch, states the pros and cons of 
learning by lectures; but, as these 
-* lectures ” are for the reader, not the 
hearer, the question does not vitally affect 
the success of the series. 
‘‘ Tragedy,”’ by F. L. Lucas, a 
dcisappointing thesis on Aristotle's 
* Poetics "’ and their bearing on modern 
literature. Here the genuine student wil! 
find literally nothing that he has not 
learnt from Aristotle himself and the 
standard commentaries, such as that of 
Butcher and Murray's excellent analysis 
of imitation. The book is valueless except 
to those who have read, but not studied. 
Aristotle. 
Mr. Nicoll’s “ Studies in, Shakespeare ' 
are more stimulating; but here, too, the 
student will find little of real value. Th 
chief interest in Mr. Nicoll’s approach to 
Shakespeare is that he studies the plays 
from their “' acting ' rather than from 
their “ reading ’’ qualities. 
“The Development of English Bio- 
graphy,’’ by Harold Nicholson is, so far, 
the best of the series, and, moreover, 
something newer in literary criticism. It 
should prove useful to the stident, who 
wants to find a comprehensive survey of 
this branch of literature im condensed 
form.

Wogans 
were an ancient Anglo-Irish family,. and 
Sir Charles Wogan—if a baronetcy of 
James III. holds good—retained the affec- 
tion of his youth for Ireland. and its 
people. Me had lived for a time with 
Alexander Pope “ before he entered upon 
the stage of the world, where he has since 
gained so great and so just an applause,” 
and was extremely interested in polite 
letters.. Swift told him that *‘'Pope, Gay 
and I use all our endeavours to make 
folks merry and wise ’’; but “ you judge 
very truly that the taste of England is 
infamously corrupted by shoals of 
wretches who write for ‘their bread.” 
There was ‘‘one Thompson, a Scotch- 
man,” who “ has writ four poems on the 
four seasons, but I am not over-fond of 
them, because- they are all descriptions 
and nothing is doing.” "In 1735 Wogan 
was preparing to set out on an expedition 
against the Moors.

A PRICE ON HIS HEAD. 


This literary colonel, whom Swift liked 
—although he had “no great regard.’ for 
the” trade of . soldiering—tesembled 
D’Artagnan in character and . achieve- 
ments. As a youth of seyenteen he took 
part in the Jacobite effort of 1715, was 
made prisoner at the battle of Preston, 
escaped from Newgate with a price of 
£500 on his head. and a London mob in 
pursuit, served in the French Army, and 
joined the “Old Pretender,’ James 
Francis Edward, in Rome. As the faith- 
ful follower of a king without a throne, 
he engaged in a hundred enterprises 
which meeded tact and resourcefulness as 
well as courage, and he relates them in 
witty and entertaining letters (calendared 
among the Stuart Papers now at Windsor 
Castle). The most remarkable of these 
adventures was described in the ‘‘ poetical 
history in prose ” which he sent to Swift. 
It is an episode that amused and excited 
Europe at the time and was the subject 
of several contemporary and later narra- 
tives, and of at Jeast one romantic novel. 

In 1718 Wogan had been entrusted with 
the, delicate mission of finding James 
Edward a wife. He discovered a princess 
in Silesia who answered all the require- 
ments, who was pretty, spirited, and 
closely connected with some of the more 
important royal families. She was 
Clementina Maria, youngest daughter of 
Prince Sobieski and grand-daughtér of the 
famous John, King of Poland, who had 
saved Europe from the Turks at the battle 
of Vienna. Wogan’s report; '9n hig réturn 
to Italy, convinced the Chevalier and his 
advisers that the alliance was very desir- 
able. Prince Sobieski consented, and the 
Princess, with her mother, set out to join 
her future husband at Bologna. 4 

Unfortunately, a serious hitch occurred 
in the arrangements. The Emperor of 
Austria, a cousim of Clementina’s,. was 
anxious to remain on good terms with 
England. Representations were made to 
him by the Government of King George I. 
that help given to the Pretender would be 
an unfriendly act, upon which he ordered 
the two Princesses to be stopped st Inns- 
brack and detained in the castle there 
under a guard. It seemed that the 
match was “' off.” 


THE FRANCO-IRISH BRIGADE. 


James Edward himself thought so, and, 
when Wogan proposed to: rescue Clemen- 
tina from imperial territory, this some- 
what heavy young man remarked sourly 
that “ we are no longer in the time of 
romances.’’ The Earl of Oxford, as well 
as other secret friends in England, were 
advising him, however, that #t was im- 
perative to make an influential marriage 
without delay, and he changed his mind. 
Old Prince Sobieski next had to be per- 
suaded, and also the Princess’s mother. 
All this meant several journeys to and fro 
in Italy, Germany and France, and 
Wogan’s intention, while he went about 
perfecting his plans, began to be sus- 
pected. He enlisted the help of three 
friends, Richard Gaydon, Lucius O’Toole 
and John Misset, officers in Dillon’s 
Franco-Irish Brigade, and of Misset’s 
wife, also Irisn. and her maid, Jeanneton. 

The party left Strassbourg for the Tyrol 
on the 17th April, 1719, in an imposing 
carriage. Gaydon was supposed to be 
Count de Cernes, a Flemish ‘nobleman 
making the grand tour, Madame Misset 
the Countess, Wogan her brother, and 
O’Toole and Misset attendants. Jeanneton, 
the maid, was very necessary to the 
success of the plot, but it would have been 
dangerous to let her into the secret, and 
she was told that O’Toole intended to 
elope with a. beautiful heiress whose 
friends opposed the match. Wogan and 
his three friends knew well that they 
carried their lives in their hands and that 
discovery and capture possibly would lead 
to an interview with the imperial heads- 
man, but they were not.worrying. When 
they crossed the frontier O’Toole, the 
Porthos of the expedition, a man of great 
hulk and strength, fired his pistols into the 
air as a declaration of war on the 
emperor.

Flats Wanted ! 


A despairimg correspondent asks me to 
suggest that something should. be done to 
rovide a supply of modern “' flats.’’ in 
Dublin. He tells me that his wife's 
health and patience have given way under 
the strain of visiting house agents and 
inspecting’ an endless variety of what 
In the great 
majority of cases the accommodation con- 
sisted of parts oí: old and. dilapidated 
houses, in which bathrooms have been 
improvised in out-of-the-way corners, and 
cooking stoves pushed under staircases or 
into other dark and gramped recesses. 

His comment about the rents demanded 
for such accommodation are unprintable. 
He thinks, and I agree with him, that a 
real civic duty might be discharged, and 
incidentally a very handsome profit 
reaped, by anyone who will erect a thou- 
sand modern, self-contained flats in the 
city or its immediate vicinity. 


‘* Shilling in the Slot’ Petrol. 


I happened to be in MaHow the other 
day and noticed, for the first time in 
Ireland ‘a ‘‘ shilling-in-the-slot ’’ petrol 
pump. Set up in the main street of. the 
town, through which passes the Dublin- 
Cork and Killarney main roads; it was a 
boon to motorists s euéiiing at night. 

My experience of country towns is that 
after eight or nine o’clock at night there 
i» no possibility of getting petrol.. Such 
an innovation in Dublin would, I know, 
be welcomed; for after ten o'clock “at 
night there are only two dépéts in the 
city, of which I know, where it is possible 
to get petrol all night. 


New Coins. 


It is good news to hear that the last of 
the designs for the new Free State coinage 
has been officially passed, and we may 
presume that some time in the near future 
the public will be able at last to judge the 
results of the deliberations, which have 
been shrouded in such mystery for so long.

The Nagles’ ‘Country. 


A correspondent writes:—Your allusion 
to the late Mr; William O’Brien’s kinship 
with the Norman-Irish family of the 
Nagles made me refer again to his interest- 
ing book, ‘‘ Edmund Burke as an Irish- 
man.”

Tae Sun:— 


The Vernal Equinox, the beginning of 
the Tropical Year, takes place on the 20th, 
at 8.42 p.m. The eary date is due to this 
being Leap Year. Since the Civil Year 
cannot take account of fractions of a day, 
and the Tropical Year consists of 3654 
days approximately, the quarter of a day. 
acgumulates as an error for, three years, 
and is then corrected by adding a day in 
Leap Yer. The error shows itself in the 
Vernal Equinox (and, of course, all other 
astronomical dates), becoming later by 
about 6 hours each year. The clock of the 
year becomes that much‘slow, and is then 
put on a whole day every fourth year, just 
as we treat a clock which cannot be made 
to keep exact time. We. let it lose, or 
gain, till the error becomes considerable 
enough to be worth correcting,.and then 
put it on or back, as the case may require. 

The Tropical Year, as will be seen from 
the above | paregreph, is the interval 
between successive Vernal Equinoxes. It 
As necessary to use this year in the world’s 
ordinary affairs, because this is the year 
of the Seasons. But there is another 
year, called the Sidereal, which is. the 
interval between successive conjunctions of 
the San with some star. This is the real 

riod of the Earth’s revolution about the 

un, and differs from the Tropical year 
by about 20 minutes, being nearly as much 
longer than 3654 days, as the Tropical 
Year is shorter than that period. At first 
sight it would appear that this is a more 
natural year to réckon by. But the result 
of so reckoning would be that in the course 
of time thé seasons would cease to occur 
in the same part of the year to Which 
we are accustomed. Winter would gradu- 
ally creep round into June, and Summer 
into December. True, it would take about 
12,000 years for the reversal, but it would 
be iriconvenient all same! So we 
reckon the year from the Equinoxes and 
keep the seasons in their places: But we 
cannot keep both the seasons and the stars 
in their placés round the year; and the 
result is that the stars gradually get 
pushed. round the year, instead of the 
seasons. So, in 12,000 years we shall 
have Orion ornamenting the Summer skies, 
and the Red Star of Scorpio shining in 
the Winter nights. That wil] ‘incon- 
venience nobody, whereas a drastic shift 
of. the. seasons might not be convenient. 
The difference between the Sidereal and 
the Tropical Year is due to. the motion of 
the Earth’saxis which we cal] Precession.

Lunar RAINBO Wa. 

A correspondent from Clonskeagh has 
sent me’ an account’ of ‘one of these 
phenomena.

The reason of their comparative 
scarcity is that the rainbow is a no- 
menon of showery weather; and showers 
are much more frequent in daylight than 
by night, because they are the result of 
solar evaporation.

The constituency being disfranchised to that 
extent, the Executive Council felt it incumbent 
on itself to take advice with a view to its 
removal. The Executive had been advised 
that the seat was vacant, and that the proper 
and legal steps that should be taken in 
erder to give the electors the representation 
to which they were entitled in that House 
was that a writ should be moved, and that 
the electors should be put in the position 
that they could be enabled to elect a person 
for the eigthth seat. 

He explained that subsequent to the 
election it transpired that one of the persons 
returned by the returning officer as elected 
was on the date of the election a person 
who had been, on 2ist November, 1924, duly 
adjudicated a bankrupt in the High Court.

CHARGE AGAINST DEALER 
AND HIS SON. 


(BEFORE MR, JUSTICE O'BYRNE.) 

Wolfe Jackson and his son, Joseph, were 
indicted for having conspired together, with 
others, to obtain £5,440 18s. from the Free 
State Ministry for Finance by fraudulently 
pretending that premises and goods to that 
‘gmount, and in excess of their true value, 
had been maliciously destroyed bye fire at 
Copely street, Cork. 
. Mr. Carrigan, K.C. ; Mr. Bewley, K.C., and 


Chief State Solicitor), prosecuted. 

Mr. Joseph O'Connor, K.C.; Mr. James 
Rearden, K.C., and Mr. G. O’Sullivan, T.D. 
(instructed by Mr. M. Dargan, Cork, and 
Messrs. James O’Connor and Co., Dublin), 
defended. 

Mr. Bewley, K.C., said that this case re- 
called to them the days of trouble, disaster 
and crime. It would be shown that the 
pocket of the taxpayer was attempted to be 
fraudulently reached through one of the most 
dishonest .claims that. was ever made in this 
court. Wolfe Jackson was a marine store 
dealer, and his son assisted him in their 
premises in Copely street, Cork. 

THE FIRE 


In 1922, during the civil war, the building 
next to Jackson’s was deliberately set on 
fire, and it extended to the stores of the 
accused men. There was no doubt that they 
were entitled to compensation, but the Jack- 
sons were out to make “pe ! by fraud, and 
a claim was, in fact, put in for £8,500 before 
the Recorder of Cork. The case came on in 
due course, and £4,150 by way of compensa- 
tion was allocated. At that time there was 
no official record of the evidence taken down 
upon which the claims could be checked, and 
the evidence given in support of them 
questioned. There was a statutory declara- 
tion made by Jackson, and in it were set 
forth items upon which the claims were put 
forward, and these included £3,231 13s., and 
marine stores amounting to £2,438—in all, 
£7,654 18s. 

Counsel said that all that was sworn to 
in 1922 was continued up to 1924, and the 
present. prosecution was under the Criminal 
Injuries Act and the Damage to Property 
Compensation Act. 

GRANT REDUCED. 

In October, 1925, the Circuit Judge rehear- 
ing the case cut down the original grant. to 

,164, and for hardware and marine stores 
a reduced decree was made, and in March, 
1927, a further reduction to £2,214 was made, 
which included £1,000 for hardware, and for 
marine stores £670. | 

This case was a deliberate attempt to claim 
for goods which never were destroyed at all, 
or which, if they were there, were sold after- 
wards át a profit. : 

The jury would notice the non-production 
of books. and rs, and the net result. was 
that, as regards the marine stores, there was 
no evidence of the character upon which the 
statements of Jackson could be verified or 
denied. The claims in respect of bags and 
hardware were manifestly extravagant. The 
jury could have little hesitation, in holding 
that there had been a conspiracy to defraud. 

Evidence was given by officials, proving 
the records of the hearing of the compensa- 
tions claims, the details of which had been 
carefully gone into in the Court below.

In this case he 
was not satisfied that the animal, if properly 
treated, would be incapable of Ma 
tioning. The plaintiff had failed in 
an essential part oí the roof in 


and the defendant was entitled to a dis- 
miss. There was no .warranty in this case, 
and there was no evidence before him that 
Major Alexander, Mr. John Alexander, or 
the steward knew of. any. defect in this 
animal. Indeed, he had no doubt that they 
did not; consequently misrepresentation did 
not apply. Therefore, in every branch of 
the case the plaintiff had failed.

The Ametican Peace Plan. 


Mr. F. B. Kellogg’s latest Note to M. 
Briand suggests that the Government of 
the United States is determined to do 
everything in its power in order to induce 
France to agree to its proposal for the 
outlawry of war. The matter has been 
under discussion between Paris: and 
Washington since last June, when the 
French Foreign Secretary proposed an 
anti-war pact between France and the 
United States. Mr. Kellogg promptly 
replied with the suggestion that this pact 
should be signed, if possible, by all the 
great Powers; and invited M. Briand to 
join him in an approach to Great Britain, 
Germany, Italy, and Japan with a view 
to their ultimate adherence to the new 
pact. The French Government thus found 
that it had become involved in an issue | 
far greater than fhat which had been con- 
templated in M. Briand’s original Note. 
War between France and the United 
States in any circumstances would be 
almost impossible; but the situation in 
regard to some of the other Powers was 
very different. M. Briand, therefore, in- 
formed his American colleague that a 
multilateral treaty in simple renunciation 
of war was impracticable. It would con- 
flict not only with certain agreements and 
treaties which the French Government had 
concluded during recent years in its own 
protection, but it would cut across the 
Covenant of the League of Nations, which 
binds the members of the. League to go 10’ 
one another's aid in the event. of aggres- 
sion, As a compromise, however, the 
French Minister suggested that the Powers 
ought to pledge themselves against wars 
of aggression, and it is to this proposal 
that Mr. Kellogg replies in his latest 
Note. The American Minister ignores M. 
Briand’s obvious dislike of his suggestion. 
He argues the case at some length, not, 
one assumes, so much in the hope of con- 
vincing M. Briand as in the hope that 
his arguments will make an impression in 
other quarters. His main point is that, 
if France, last June, was prepared to sign 
a bilateral treaty against war with the 
United States, he can see no reason why 
she should object now to a multilateral 
treaty towards the same end. JF urther- 
more, hie says, if war is to be renounced 
at all, there must be no qualifications 
about “aggression.”’ War is war; and is 
“an assault on the stability of human 
society.” For that reason, it ought to be 
suppressed. Mr. Kellogg repeats his in- 
vitation to the French Government, and 
adds that in his opinion there can be 
nothing incompatible with the ideals of 
the League in his plan to outlaw. war. 
On the contrary, he argues, this plan 
ought to be regarded as part and parcel 
of the League's avowed aim.

MR. CHURCHILL’S REPLY 
TO QUESTIONS. 


Colonel Howard Bury, in the House of 
Commons yesterday, asked the Chancellor 
of the Exchequer whether the amount of 
compensation to ex-British civil servants 
in Jreland, under Article 10 of the Anglo- 
Irish Treaty, was guaranteed by the 
Government in the.event of the Fret State 
Government not honouring their agree- 
ment to pay under Article 10. 

Mr. Churchill—His Majesty’s Govern- 
ment in Great Britain accepted responsi- 
bility at the time of the Treaty for seeing 
that proper compensation would’ be paid 
under Article 10. ,It was expressly stated, 
on July 16, 1923, by the Under-Secretary 
of State for the Colonies, in reply to the 


Lord Danesfort, that His Majesty's 
Government could not regard it as un- 
reasonable that in those cases bonus should 
be taken into account in the same manner 
as if the officers were retiring from the 
British Civil Service. The Government's 
view has throughout been that their posi- 
tion should. be neither better nor worse 
in this matter than if their status had re- 
mained unaltered,

THE RESOLUTION. 

Mr. Counihan moved :—-“ That, in the 
opinion of the Seanad, thé Minister for 
Lands and Agriculture should make an 
Order “under he Diseases of Animals Acts 
prohibiting the importation of all fresh, 
‘chilled,~ frozen. pickled or cured meats 
from any country in which outbreaks of 
foot-and-mouth disease are known to exist, 
and in which the policy of eradication of 
the disease by means of slaughter is not 
adopted.”’ i 

He said that he congratulated the 
Minister íor Agriculture and his staff on 
the ‘manner in which they had dealt with 
the outbreak of the disease in Wexford. 
Everybody felt very grateful to the British 
Ministry of Agriculture for having opened 
the ports so quickly. Thousands of 
pounds’ worth of carcases, chilled and 
frozen, were imported from many 
countries in the world. to the Free State, 
the majority of the frozen, beef coming 
from the Argentine. The cured meat, 
bacon, etc., came from the United States, 
Canada, the Argentine, Denmark, Holland, 
Sweden, Brazil, Russia, China. 

Most of these countries were never free 
from foot-and-mouth disease, and he could 
not see why they should allow meat to 
come in to the Free State, as they had 
plenty of meat of their own. Experts had 
row agreed that foot-and-mouth disease 
could be brought in through the frozen or 
chilled carcases and in the packing cloths. 
The virus of the disease still remained 
alive after infected animals had ben 
killed and the carcases had been chilled 
for a considerable time. In view of those 
facts he asked the House to agree to his 
motion. The only. object he had in view 
was to preserve the clean bill of health 
for their live-stock. 


ABVERTISING. 

Dr. Gogarty, seconding the motion, com- 
plained that the cattle trade did very little 
to adyertise Irish meat.

£116,000 worth, and those imports made 
no difference to the country, and their 
prohibition would make no difference. 
Nobody knew thc cause of the outbreak, 
and whether it was due to imported chilled 
beef he could not say. 

On that question they had the advan- 
tage of the British Research Committee’s 
report, in which the experts contended 
that foot-and-mouth disease‘ could be 
carried by frozen or chilled beef. They 
had established that the germ did well at 
a low temperature, and that pointed 
towards chilled cr frozen beef being a 
medium for carrying disease. 

They could not shut their eyes to that 
fact, and they had been considering since 
the report was published whether, as a 
precaution, they ought not to consider the 
stopping of imports of the two classes of 
meat, 

They had not, however, come to any 
definite conclusions. If they should come 
to the conclusion definitely that there 
was a real danger that foot-and-mouth 
disease might be introduced by chilled or
